Nymphaea magnifica. — The crimson night-blooming waterlily of 
India is well known by reason of a eentury of cultivation in European 
and American gardens. It was first described in print in Hooker’s 
Paradisus Iyondinensis. The article is illustriited with two colored 
plates, one showing the leaf and one the flower. The Hower piate 
bears the date October I, 1805. This is the day on which the first 
copy was printed, and is given in accordance with an act of parliament 
relating to copyrights. Both plates bear the nanie Castalia magnifica. 
In the text on the second page following the piate, the piant is described 
as Castalia magnifica. As a synonym the mune Nymphaea rubra 
Roxb. MSS. is given, and by this nanie the piant has ever since been 
known whenever it has been referred to the genus Nymphaea. 1 

There is no doubt, however, that Salisbury was the first to publish a 
binomial nanie for the crimson Indian waterlily. According to the 
International Rules (Art. 35, 37) RoxburglPs manuscript nanie, first 
published in synonymy, is not valid. We must, theretore, return to 

Salisbury’s specific nanie, thus:
